St. Petersburg, March 3p.—The em­ 
peror has received a dispatch from 
Gen. Kuropatkin giving a lengthy re­ 
port from Gen. Mistuchenko which 
says th at an im portant engagem ent 
took place near the town of Chang 
Ju, In which tho Russians were de­ 
feated, retiring In perfect order. 
The 
Japanese suffered heavily, 
but the 
Russian losses are not stated. 
Cavalry and infantry on both sides 
were engaged. The Russians occupied 
a commanding position. 
The Japan­ 
ese fought gallantly, but owing to 
their heavy losses were unable to oc­ 
cupy the position abandoned by the 
Russians. Gen, Kuropatkin s report is 
as follows; 
“I have the honor respectfully to 
com municate to your majesty the re- j 
port of Gen M tshtenke. dated March 
28 at I'D p m. which says: 
“For three 
consecutive days our small outposts 
attem pted to draw the Japanese caval- ! 
ry Into action, but their patrols, after ’ 
contact was established, retired be- 1 
yong Chong Ju (about 50 miles north- ! 
west of Ping Yang). 
“ Having learned that four squad­ 
rons of the enemy were posted five I 
versts beyond t hong Ju, on March 27, j 
six companies m arched toward Kasan ! 
and on March 28 reached Chong Ju 
at 10:30 a. m. 
As soon as our scouts 
approached the town the enemy open­ 
ed fire from behind the wall. 
Two 
squadrons prom ptly dism ounted and 
occupied the heights 600 yards distant. I 
An engagem ent ensued. 
In the town a company of infantry 
and a squadron of cavalry was lying ! 
In ambush. 
Our men were reinforced 
by three companies and attacked the 
Japanese with a cross fire 
Notwith­ 
standing this, and our commanding po­ 
sition. 
the Japanese gallantly held 
their ground and it was only after a 
fierce flght of half an hour’s duration 
that the Japanese ceased 
fire and 
sought refuge in the houses. 
The 
Japanese hoisted the red cross flag 
at two points. 
"Soon afterw ards three squadrons 
of the enemy were seen advancing 
along the Kasan road at full gallop to­ 
ward town, which two of the squadron 
succeeded in entering while the third 
fell back in disorder under repeated 
volleys from our troops. 
A number 
of men and horses were seen to fall. ; 
“For an hour afterw ard our com pa­ 
nies continued to fire on the Japanese 
in the town, preventing them from 
weaving the streets and houses. 
“An hour and a half after the be­ 
ginning of the engagem ent four com­ 
panies were seen on the Kasan road 
hastening to the attack. 
I gave the 
order to mount, and the entire force, 
with a covering squadron, advanced 
in perfect order and formed in line 
behind the hiil.

placed in front and the retirem ent was 
carried out with the deliberation of a 
parade.

A “dummy” bill was reported 
while the clerks prepared tho meas­ 
ure for the puut.c printer. On account 
of its Incomplete 
state 
the 
exact 
am ount 01 the increase in the bill 
cannot be given, though it Is said the 
bill carries not more than $1,000,000 
over the bill as pass, d by the house, 
except for an em ergency incorporated 
in the bill. 
The house bi'l provides 
for the rental of the Pennsylvania 
railroad site in .New York city for 
postoffice purposes but the senate com­ 
m ittee decided that it would be better 
business 
policy 
to 
buy 
the 
site. 
Therefore an appropriation of $-,000,- 
000 is made ior that purpose. 
Among the im portant am endm ents 
to the bill was the following: 
The 
salaries of rural free delivery carriers 
are fixed at $720 a year and the car­ 
riers are perm itted to carry m erchan­ 
dise for hire and receive subscriptions 
for and deliver newspapers and peri­ 
odicals so long as this occupation does 
not interfere with the proper dis­ 
charge of their duties. 
It is stipulat- 1 
ed, however, that the carriers shall 
not discrim inate against any new spa­ 
per which desires to avail itself of 
the privilege of employing them. 
Senator Clay’s am endm ent increas­ 
ing the salary of the purchasing agent 
for the postofflce departm ent to $4,000 
and requiring Uiat all supplies m ust 
be bought by com petitive bids, the 
contracts to be given to the lowest 
bidders, and that a schedule of the 
bid* m ust be sent to congress annual­ 
ly, 
was 
adopted. 
The 
com m ittee 
adopted an am endm ent for the re­ 
transfer of the free delivery In cities 
to the first assistant postm aster gen­ 
era l’s division, instead of leaving it 
with the fourth assistant.
